Protestors’ Bid 

CHICAGO— A Federal 

judge yesterday lambasted 
attorneys of the Chicago 
‘ Legal Defense Committee 
who prepared a suit that 
sought to bar the prosecu- 
tion of protesters arrested 
'during the Democratic Na- 
'tibnal Convention. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
. Richard B. Austin said the 
suit was “one of the most 
, amateurish plagiarizing 

,from other complaints I’ve 
^ver seen.” 

t, -The suit was filed on be- 
h,alf of 685 arrested demon- 
.strators. An assistant corpo- 
ration counsel told Austin 
:that 311 cases have already 
been disposed of. 

Austin refused to ask a 
three- judge panel to rule 
'Whether the State and city 
ordinances under which the 
-protesters were arrested 
were unconstitutional. He 
said the laws had already 
^been upheld in other cases. 

He did not rule on a 
reharge that Mayor Richard 
J. Daley and other city offi- 
cials misused public funds 
in the publication of a re- 
port and the production of a 
television documentary on 
the Convention disturb- 
ances. The judge called the 
suit and the documentary 
“propaganda.”
